Homestead, Pa., July 20.— For the 
fint time sinoe the present lockont be- 
gan the Carnegie company yenterda} 
made a pretense of starting its mills 
here. It was gDniothinj? of a surpiisi' U 
Hoint'i^tead people to see smoke issuing 
from the armor plate mill yesterday 
morning and they were still more sur- 
priaed at noon when the big whistle was 
Dlown for the dinner hoiur. Hie fall 
power of the whistle was not pat in 
operation, bat the |>eople recognized the 
old time sound and many of them l.iiikt'd 
down toward the entrance to the work? 
to see if grange of workmen were not 
pouring out on their several ways to 
diimer. Bat none oame. 

There were workmen inside the works, 
howerer, and they were parsning theii 
duties in A bnsinesB like nuauMr, seem- 
ing^ without thought that an armed 
gonrd WM aaoeesary to protect them. 
IImM men inn brought Into the works 
secretly br the company within the past 
week. Tney came a few at a time, un- 
til Monday the compaiur succeeded in 
getting in a niuuber of workers sulB- 
dent to guarantee the starting up of the 
armor plate mill yesterday. Borne of 
tliese men were probably landed at the 
mill between sunset Monday evening 
and durbreak jresterday morning by the 
Little rail, under protection of uie mili-

ster in the day the Tide, a small 
stemwheel tug, brought a number of 
men up the Monongahela from the di- 
rection of Pittsburg and landed them at 
the . works. There were about thirty 
in the party and all went into the armor 

K' kte mill. The company is belieyed to 
re about 178 men at work in the 
armor plate mills. Inoloded among 
t^ese are five steel workers, beUeved to 
have been broiurht from the works of 
the company at Braddock. 

All the men in the mill are, of course, 
non-union. They are engaged in mak- 
ing repairs preliminary to the com- 
mencement of work tm the contracts 
with the federal government delayed by 
the lockont, and It is probable that the 
company is making every effort to secure 
the service of men for the steel working 
department so that work on the contraotB 
may be begun without delay when tb i 
repairs are completed. In the afternoon 
some of the new workmen made a pro- 
tective shield for heavy marine guns in 
the presence of a number of the militia 
officers. I 

The starting of the mills yestsrdaar, 
following the issuance of warrants for 
leaders of the strike, has shown the 
members of the advisory committee the 
determination of the CameKie company 
officials, but they do nut appear to be 
downcast at the presence of non-union 
men in the places of Homestead work- 
men. Members of the committee insist 
that non-union men can never run the 
Homestead mills, because of their ignor- 
ance in the technical branches of iron 
and steel making required to make suc- 
cessful the manufacture of the improved 
product of the plant. 

The committee also bases hope of de- 
feating the company in the long run on 
the declaration of a general boycott by 
freight handlern, railway men, cftn)en- 
ters, masons, builders and othera en- 
gaged in construction work against the 
Carnegie company's prmluet if non- 
union men are iJlowed tu run the mills. 
Meanwhile the non-union men in the 
mills are provided with sleeping accom- 
modations in the armor plate mill, and 
lirtVf t very comfort that the company 
can provide. Their meals are cooked 
inside the works, and every preparation 
for a long siege has been made. It is 
expt^cted that more non-union men will 
be brought to the mills \vithin the next 
few days. 

Considerable sickness has lUn-elopfd 
among the s<ddiers during the last two 
days, and several have been sent to their 
homes. The trouble Is attributed to t!ii> 
bad condition of Heiser street, alont^ 
which the pickets guarding tlie mill 
property are stationed. The cabins anil 
tenements (if the Hinigarians are on this 
street, and the o\mi sewer in front of 
thefco houses was a ina.s.s of filth, tieu- 
eral Snowden tc«k the matter in hand 
yesterday and reuui-sttMl the town au- 
thorities to aid hiui in cleaning the 
sewer. A gang of men attached hose to 
hydrants and tlu.shed the sewer and 
washeil the fronts of the Hungarian 
quarters. Colonel Heidekoper. of the 
Ktate tniojis, was a.ssigned by fJeneral 
Snowden to dismlVrf the camp and the 
town, and hf M'lit i<\\l details of nun to 
sprinkle c'hK li If of lime aliont tlic lilthy 
gUtterS. These ineeautinns were taken 
to prevent any likeliliood of an eouleniii- 
of typhoid fever. 

The memhers of the Amalgamated 
association have jiractically decided to 
apply for warrants for Mr. Frick, An- 
drew Carnegie antl others, bnt are still 
in consultation with counsel as to 
wlietlier tlie warrants, if sworn out for 
murder and treason, will hold. They 
are determined to offset the action of 
the company's officials by obtaining 
these warrants if pohsil lie. and the men 
are confident that tiiey will succeed. 
They claim that their i ase against the 
officials of the company is much 
stronger than that of the latter against 
any of the individuals who are now 
wanted by the constables. They claim 
that Andrew Carnegie and Mr. Frii k 
are responsible for sending an armed 
body of men into the stale without 
legal authority, and can be held tui 
treason on this charge, and that they 
are also resiionsiblp as accesstn ies before 
the fact^ tot the manslaughter jvbich 



followed, iney nope to secure the ex- 
tradition of Andrew Carnegie ami bring 
him to Pittsburg for tiial. 

The delay in making informations 
against Mr. Carnegie and hia suijerin 
tendent.s is said to lie due to the hesi- 
tancy of W. ,T, Brenrian, counsel of the 
association, in advising such a course 
until permanent counsel lias been se- 
cured for the eonnng battle in the 
courts. It was rumijred that (ieneral 
butler and ex-(iovernor lluadley had 
>)een retained by the men to manage 
their case, but this wa.s denied by the 
men themselves. The prnLcram of the 
men now is to engage the best legal 
talent obtainable ami to pr^.-ecute the 
Carnegie peojjle criminally, and as one 
of them rem, irked, put them to the ex- 
. lenses of a h 'itvy le^al tight. 

Xo attempt was maile yesti-rd.ay tc 
ferve warrants on the five men in Honie- 
ptead who. with .Tolin McLuekie and 
Mu^ch O'Doiinell are < harg'-d with mur- 
der committed on the day the Pinker- 
tons were repulsed. Constable Webber, 
one of the trio sent out by .Vldennan 
McMasters, of Pittsburg, to arrest the 
five men wanted, ciii.e to Honu'Stead 
early in the atenioon with suliim nas for 
tieojile whose evideiice is wanted at the 
heariiiLC Biir;;ess ^^■Luekie will receive 
at Pittsburg. This duty was accom- 
plished without trouble. The constable 
went about his work ipiietly and with- 
out calling on the military for protection 
as he and liis two colleat;ne- did the 
previoii-i day when they attempted to 
serve ih>- warrants. 

When the snbp(enas h;id been served 
Constable VVebbi'r went back to Pitts- 
burg without having attempteil to 
arrest Ross. ( 'litchlow, Flannagan, Bur- 
kett or Flaherty. These five men were 
to be seen about the streets of Home 
stead all day apparently indifferent to 
the sei-ioiis chari^'e made a;.;;iinst them. 
There was no attemp! made at conceal- 
ment of the ir presenc e in town. The 
acctise(l men have decided to evade ar- 
rest until after tlie McLuekie hearing. 
If the buI•ge^s IS admitted to bail they 
will immediately surreu ler and ask re- 
lease under bond on tlie same ground as 
those a ;ked by M( Ijickie. They have 
not made anv (lecision as to what they 
will do if bail is refused the burgess, but 
it is jirobable that they will ultimately 
place themselvt's in cn-tody. 

HuKh ( I'liomiell's friends s;iy they ex- 
pect liim b;ick ill Homestead tomorrow. 
The fact that a warrant for his arrest 
has been issue<l must be known to him 
by this tiu'e. and his many admirers 
here contend that he is not the kind of 
man who would run awayat this critical 
time. 

C+overnor Pattison insjiected all of the 
Second brigade that is stationed on this 
side of tlie river yestenhvy. He ex 
jiresseil himself as very much ple.ised 
with the api)earac(? of the troops. 

Major (ieneral Snowden. commanding 
the state troops here, has decidecl not to 
withdraw his clivision until some detiiiite 
settlement that will preclude further 
trouble of a serious cliaracter has been 
reached between the Carnegie Steel com- 
pany and the Amalgamated assoidation. 
He declared last night that his whole 
command would remain until peace was 
entirely established. General .Snowden 
has carefully considered the situati(j:i 
and he evident>>' does not placi; reliance 
in the statements made that matters 
will remain as peaceful as they apparent- 
ly are at present if the troops are with- 
drawn. 

Many of the ofticeis of the national 
guard poohpooh the idea that there will 
be any outbreak while the militia is in 
possession of the town, but they are not 
BO sanguine in their jiredictions of jieace 
wlieu H.sked what phase the situation 
will assume when the troops go home. 
General Snowden has- hs.ard iletails of 
every incident that has tninspired since 
the battle of the liarges. He was par- 
ticularly indignant at the treatment ac- 
cordeil strangers by some >>( the strikers 
pr^>vions to and for a few days after the 
tr(X)ps took possession. It is believed 
that he dt>es not take th.e radiantly 
peaceful view of the situation that some 
of his officei-s do and the quickness of 
decision which he has shown on several 
occasions shows his determination not 
to take any chances concerning the pos- 
sibility of trouble. 

The Tenth regiment, under Colonel 
Hawkins, and a battalion of the Ninth 
regiufent, guarded the town and the 
Carnegie works yesterday. The militia- 
men on guard along the big fence sur- 
rounding the Carnegie property, had a 
hard time of it with the chilling ruin 
and the nauseating stench of the surface 
drains to contend with. So successful 
has lieen the efforts of tlie company to 
place non-union men in the works that 
the military believe the remaiiKh-r of 
the number required will lie allowed to 
go iu without opnosition from the union 
men if they are uiscovered in the act of 
entering the works. 

Last night the Sheridan trorjp of 
cavalry from Tyrone paraded the streets 
of the town ostensibly for the purpose 
of exercising the horses, but really for 
the moral effect a body of cavalry 
would Inspire. 

DESTR UCTIVe F LAMIS.

St. John'o, N. F., .hily 'JO. Forest 
fires are again raging in and around the 
country. At Bay Bulls a large fire is in 
progress and another between here and 
Topsail is assuming serious proportions. 
Beyond that the whole coontnr M» 
along the railway lines is In flames. 
Manuels, Holy Hood, Kalli|ir«wi and 
Salmon Cove are threatenaa and five 
houses were burned yesterday at Whit- 
i)oume, and fourteen at Blaketown. 

The proximity of the flrea la oaoalng 
somewhat of a panio hare. Banners- 
nu-^n Park contains nearly 1,600 persons 
living in huts, and widespread genera- 
tion of disease is feared. Doctors visit 
the camps frequently to direct the sani- 
tary operations. Great diiBoaltiea are 
experienced in preparing food for the 
crowds that are destitute. There is a 
great deficiency of house room, and 
much suflwing results from the conse- 
quent over^crowding.

Justices Brewer and Brtiwn, of the 
supreme b»'nch. and Cliauncey M. Oe 
pew were in this class. His ajipoiiit 
nient was not only recommemled by tht 
Pennsylvania delegation, but by person^ 
of Influeno eln all parts of th e country.

BLOODSHED FOLLOWS A STRIKE. 

Twelve 3Ien and Woiueu Shot Uiinn uod 
Killed by OoBsUbles and Thlrtr Othan 

Serioimly Wniiiiilcil— Other DiapatCllU 
friioi Acrusii the Ocpnii. 

Btn>AP«8TH, July 20.— Near Jamasi 
yesterday IW reapers struck for highei 

wages When their emploj'er enteretl 
the field to .'ii gue v. ith them they -toneil 
him and tlireateiicd to kill hiin. He left 
them , ind they started a wagon loaii oi 
sheaves, wiiich they had seized, toward 
the village. 

Their employer summoned constables. 
When the reapers saw the latter coming 
down the road they set fire to the load 
and made a rush for the approaching 
party. They seizetl the sub-inspector ir 
chai Ke. cut liim down with their sickles, 
and before the other constables coold 
interfere had hacked him to pieces. 

Tliey then tried to overpower the reel 
of the force and cut the first three men 
severely, and perhaps fatally in the neck 
and breast. The other constablei 
opened fire. The mob retreated and the 
constables followed, firing until twelve 
men and women had been killed, and 
thiriy had lM>en so seriously wounded 
that they lay ^iielpless in the roadway.

Fair Kill, mill l>fcl(l«'i TkM tho Fair 
M«it Ba CloieU on Sunday. 

Washwqtot*. July 18.— If the peopl« 

of the Uiiitcil States are in favor of a 
world's fair to tlic extent of !7iviti>,' the 
expiisitii'ii $'>.(MKi. 0(1(1 they liavc not ex- 
pressed their views tlirongh their repre- 
•entatives in ronKivHs. The advocates 
of this apprdpriation had hard sledding 
In the boQfle, and the resolt of the day's 
work may be snmmed up asfollowt: The 
aiiin opriation item was voted down 110 
to I'JJ, and the Sunday chisin^' para- 
graph inserted by the senate was sus- 
tained by a vote of 117 to 01. 
. The appropriations as made l)y the 
senate for the ^reolot;ieal survey wt-re 
concnrred in— an anieiiduieTit was in- 
serted forbiddinu' tlie letting' of any con- 
tract by any Kovenuiient otHcer to any 
one employing the Pinkerton detective 
agency or other or>;anization enii)loyintc 
armea forces and jirohibitinu: tlieir <'Ui- 
plojnnent by the t^oveninient in tlu' 
IMstrict of Colniuhiii. The sundry civil 
bill was then passed as amended and the 
speaker api)ointed Messrs. Holman, 
Sayres and Bingham as the conferees. A 
resolution wa-s passed for the appoint- 
ment of a s{)ecial committee of five 
members to investigate the election 
laws and methods in the city and county 
of New York. The conference report on 
the fortittcation bill was agreed to, ami 
the house adjourned. 

Little was accompli.shed in the senate 
excejit to discuss a financial jjroposition 
of ^Ir. .'Mof j.nr'i witliout result, and to 
read tlio aiui 'ij.tii'U and to amend it 
accordinji to -Mr. Washburn's views, 
leaving many other uniendinentB pend- 
ing. The only senator who spoke on the 
bin was Mr. Stewart, of Nevada, and 
his remarks were directed to almost 
every other topic except thOM embraced 
in the bill. 

AGAINST RA ILROAD SLAUGHTER. 

Ks*IlalIroad CounMlaaloaar Ooflin oa tlia 

Dill Before the Senate. 

Washington, July 20.— Hon. L. S. 
Coffin, ex-railro;id coniinissioner of 
Iowa, v/ho is now in \Va>hini;ton work- 
ing for the adojition by the senate of the 
house bill comiielling railroad coinp;mies 
to adopt a nnitoriii car coupling for the 
protection of life in the ojieration of 
freight trains, says: 

"This bill must jiass into law before 
adjournment of this session. The rail- 
road employes will hold "the party delay- 
ing it responsible. The house has passed 
It, now let the senate do it. 

"Will the public welcome the state- 
ment from indisi)utable authority made 
that not less than six strong, broad 
shouldered men right in the very prime 
of numhood have to give life and sixty- 
five more meet with })ainful accidents 
and life long crippling every day of the 
year in the r.iilroHd .service of this na- 
tion? that not less than seventy families 
in this land must have the services of 
either the surgeon or the undertaker 
every day that we, the public, may 
have the facilities of railway travel and 
transportation ? 

"Is not thin indeed a tragedy of trage- 
dies that should put to shame our boast- 
ed ChnKtian civilization? Think of the 
awfiil fact for a moment. 25,000, yes 
25,000 of these strong, brave, faithful 
public servants, serving the public more 
faitUolly than any other class of wage- 
workers, must either give up life, limb, 
or be otherwise maimed every year in 
this now indispensable work. At the 
Imst 60 per cent, of this slaughter of 
thMe men is clearly preventable. 

"There are dangers at present con- 
nected with train service wnich human 
wisdom does not seem able to eliminate, 
bat those arising from the continue<l use 
of old style couplers and hand-brakes (^n 
freight oars, that caused at least oue-half 
of Si the casualties to these men, can be 
avoided. This can be done, it remains 
for this congress to decide whether a be- 
ginning of the end of this wanton waste 
of life and limb shaU be started." 

Some of the leading members in the 
senate are very enthusiastic for this 
bill, as it will do away with the use of 
the old hand brake and employ the air 
brake in all interstate cars, and if there 
is time the bill will pass the senate 
within a few days. It is simplv a ques- 
tion whether the house will force the 
senate to adjourn before the latter can 
act upon the bill.
